EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to 
application filed on 07/10/2003, assigned serial 10/615,873 and titled "Train Detection 
System and a Train Detection Method." 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

After searching the prior art that are relevant to the subject matter as claimed in 
the present invention, the examiner has found none of the references teaches or fairly 
suggests a train detection system comprising the transmitter which adds a first unique 
code data to the train detecting signal transmitted from said control device and transmits 
the same to the track circuit, and a receiver which adds a second unique code data to 
the train detecting signal being added of the first unique code data received from the 
track circuit and transmits the same to said control device. 
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For the reason discussed above, the application is now patentable over the cited 
prior art.
